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The World All-American for 1930 


ITH considerable pride we present the All-Ameri- 
W can selections for 1930 as a fitting climax to the 

greatest show season in the history of the breed. 
While not all of the pictures shown on the following pages 
are as good as we could wish for, the actual merit of the 
animals designated for this high honor we feel compares 
well with any previous year since the inauguration of 
these selections in 1922. With the wealth of quality in 
the various classes deserving of recognition, the making 
of the final selections was no idle task. The high plane 
upon which the making of these selections has been kept 
is reflected in the constantly growing prestige of the 
designation as “All-American” or “Reserve All-American’’, 
making it perhaps the most prized honor of the show ring 
today. The work of the committee in 1930 we are sure 
will receive equal acceptance. 

For the benefit of new readers of the World, we may 
say that the All-American selections are made each year 
by a committee composed of the judges at the National 
Dairy Exposition, Waterloo Dairy Cattle Congress, Eastern 
States Exposition and Pacific International Live Stock 
Exposition, with the Editor of the World as an ex-officio 
member. The Committee for 1930 thus consisted of Axel 
Hansen, judge at the National; W. S. Moscrip, who offi- 
ciated at Waterloo Dairy Cattle Congress and Eastern 
States Exposition, and F. W. Atkeson, who performed a 
similar service at the Pacific International. The only re- 
quirement for an animal to receive consideration by the 
‘Committee is that it shall have been shown at least one 
major show of the year, which is interpreted to mean a 
show of state fair calibre or higher. 

The committee was especially well fortified this year 
in its opportunity for observation of the leading show ani- 
mals of the season. Mr. Moscrip saw the leading con- 
tenders of both the east and middle west through his work 
at Waterloo and the Eastern States Exposition. Hansen, 
in addition to judging at the National, had a long list of 
state fair shows through the middle west and also offi- 
ciated at the Royal Winter Fair of Canada, the great 
round-up show of the Dominion. Prof. Atkeson likewise 
judged at a considerable number of shows in the Pacific 
Coast region and was also a ringside observer at the Dairy 
Cattle Congress where many of the contenders from the 


east and middle west were on display. The results as 
announced represent the unanimous vote of the com- 
mittee. 


The 1930 All-American awards are widely distributed 
geographically with ten owners residing in seven states 
and one province of Canada, Illinois has a considerable 
edge in the matter of numbers, with four of the fifteen 
places; Oklahoma, Missouri, Maryland and the Province 
of Quebec having two each, Michigan, Wisconsin and 
Iowa one each. The Reserve All-American placings are 
more widely distributed, Illinois, Oklahoma, Michigan and 
the Province of Alberta having two each; Wisconsin, one 
and a half interest in another; Massacuhsetts, New Jersey, 
Califurnia, Provinces of Ontario and New Brunswick one 
each, and the State of Minnesota a half interest in one. 

The outstanding individual showing was that of Elm- 
wood Farms, Deerfield, Ill., with four All-Americans and 
one Reserve. C. E. Griffith, Big Cabin, Okla., makes the 
next best showing with two All-Americans and two Re- 
serves. Dunloggin, Ellicott City, Md., has two in the AIll- 
American list and the remaining seven go one to a place, 
the Wisconsin Board of Control having in addition one Re- 
serve winner and representation of one animal in the All- 
American Get of Sire. In addition to those mentioned, the 
C. P. R. Supply Farm, Alberta, are the only breeders hav- 
ing aS many as two Reserve All-American winners. To 
the State of Michigan goes the distinction of being the 
only state having as many as three different breeders 
represented on the All-American and Reserve lists. The 
complete honor list of All-American and Reserve winners, 
together with their owners is given on the preceding page 
and we will, accordingly, not repeat the listing in this 
connection. 


There are a number of interesting facts in regard to 
this year’s All-American selections that we will mention 
briefly before taking up the detailed description of the 
classes. Of the thirteen individuals receiving the All- 
American designation in 1929, five appear again this year. 
Among the males, Sir Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld sets a 





mark for the rest to shoot at by taking his sixth designa- 
tion as All-American winner, including once each in two- 
year-old and three-year-old form and four times in the aged 
bull section. King Bessie Korndyke Ormsby, All-Ameri- 
can bull calf of 1929, appears again at the head of the 
senior yearling bull class this year. Triune Papoose Piebe 
sets a mark which may never be equalled by winning her 
fifth All-American designation in the female section. 
Starting in 1926 as a calf, she has been an All-American 
winner each year up to her present age heading the four- 
year-old class. Netherland Belle Homestead, the selec- 
tion in the three-year-old class, is likewise no stranger 
to this honor which came to her also in senior yearling and 
two-year-old form. Pevely Rose Segis Creator, last year’s 
All-American heifer calf, is this year the leader of the 
senior yearlings. Mt. Riga Sir Piebe Segis Paul, the All- 
American two-year-old bull, was a Reserve winner as a 
calf. Among this year’s Reserves, Abbekerk Sylvius Lad, 
the selection for the aged bull section, was All-American 
three-year-old in 1927, while Miss Lassie Ormsby, the Re- 


serve All-American aged cow, was All-American three- 
year-old in 1927. Hurlwood Sir Canary Walker, the Re- 
serve All-American three-year-old, won a similar honor 


last year in the two-year-old class, while Bessie Diamond 
Coquette, the Reserve All-American senior yearling, was 
also the Reserve winner in the heifer calf class last year. 
The Reserve All-American senior yearling bull, Sir Billy 
Jennie De Kol, is distinguished by having both sire and 
dam former All-American winners. Mt. Riga Sir Hazel, 


the Reserve junior yearling bull, is from a former All- 
American dam. 
To King Bessie Ormsby Pietertje, himself twice All- 


American and 


once Reserve in earlier years goes the 
honor never before equalled in the history of the All- 
American selections in having three All-Americans and 


one Reserve to his credit for the year. No other sire this 
year is represented more than once in the All-American 
list, although Tritomia Pietertje Ormsby Lad, himself a 
member of the All-American Get of Sire, has one All- 
American son and one Reserve All-American daughter. 
The winning by Triune Papoose Piebe this year gives 
to her sire, Triune Ormbsy Piebe, the _ distinction 
of having more All-American designations for his offspring 
than any other sire, a total of seven—five for Triune Pa- 
poose Piebe and two for Triune Ormsby Piebe 27th. In 
addition to their remarkable showing in bringing out four 
All-Americans and one Reserve, Elmwood Farms win an 
honor that they perhaps prize even more highly in having 
bred three All-American winners and one Reserve this 
year, a showing not previously duplicated by any breeder 
in any one year. 
The Bull Classes 

In the aged bull class, Sir Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld, 
although showing somewhat the effects of advancing age, 
maintained his place at the head of the line with Reserve 
honors fittingly going to Abbekerk Sylvius Lad, who dur- 
ing the past five years at Canadian shows has amassed a 
greater total of grand championships at shows of major 
rank than any other sire of the breed, Kishie Ormsby 
Mercedes Lad, who placed next to Sir Fobes at Water- 
loo and the National, was given principal consideration for 
Reserve honors in comparison with Abbekerk Sylvius Lad, 
but in the form he displayed this year could not match 
the flash and character of the Canadian bull. 

In the three-year-old bull section, it was considered 
almost a toss-up between Sir Hengerveld Persistency, the 
pride of Michigan, and Hurlwood Sir Canary Walker, last 
year’s Reserve All-American two-year-old. Both are bulls 
of massive size, far surpassing in this respect the Cana- 
dian contender, Strathmore DeWinton Matchless, the two 
bulls did not meet during the season and in view of their 
close match for consideration in this class, the prestige 
of winning at both Waterloo and the National finally 
turned the scales in favor of Sir Hengerveld Persistency. 
Two Wisconsin Institution bulls, Sir Ollie Korndyke Orms- 
by Johanna and Netherland Johanna Sir Ollie, as well as 
the Middleton herd sire, Stenzel Sir Fayne Ormsby, were 
also strong contenders in this class. 

The two-year-old bull classes in both the United States 
and Canada were a battleground this year, and on both 
sides of the line there was an aggregation of quality that

forced well down the line bulls that ordinarily would be 
considered as excellent All-American contenders. The 
honor was finally placed upon Mt. Riga Sir Piebe Segis 
Paul, winner at the National and grand champion at most 
of the state fair shows where he competed during the 
year, with Reserve honors going to Man O’ War 30th, the 
Minnesota grand champion who placed next to the Mt. 
Riga bull on both of the occasions during the year when 
they met. Among others in this class richly deserving of 
special mention are Pevely Inka Matador, last year’s All- 
American Senior Yearling (then registered as Carnation 
Inka Matador); Brookholm Inka 27th, last year’s All- 
American junior yearling; Lonsdale Sir Inka Abbekerk, 
who was All-American bull calf two years ago; Kerk 
Rocharm, Nicholas Pietertje Ormsby 9th and down 
through a list that could be expanded to considerable 


length without exhausting the real quality. 
The senior yearling bull class likewise presented a 
strong aggregation of quality, King Bessie Korndyke 


Ormsby, Sir Billy Jennie De Kol and The Laird of Dun- 
loggin as principal contenders from the United States, and 
the Royal junior champion, Montvic Pabst Rag Apple, as 
the leading contender from ‘Canada, King Bessie Korn- 
dvke Ormsby finally received the major award with re- 
serve honors to Sir Billy Jennie De Kol, the two placing 
in this order at the National, Waterloo and Eastern States 
this year. 

The junior yearling bulls brought out two outstanding 
contenders which stood far above the rest of the field. 
Tritomia De Kol Ormsby Pietertje, going through the long 
season undefeated in class, except at one of the early 
shows, kept improving through the whole season to a point 
where at the late shows he even went through to grand 
championship honors. Mt. Riga Sir Hazel was undefeated 
except by the son of Tritomia Pietertje Ormsby Lad and 
until meeting him at the National had also been an unde- 
feated junior champion. 

In the bull calf class, King Bessie Ormsby Piebe, a son 
of King Bessie Ormsby Pietertje, winner of his class 
throughout a hard circuit except at one of the earlier 
shows where he placed second, was considered to have a 
clear call for first place with Canada’s reserve junior 
champion, Strathmore C. Koba Fairchild, a bull of massive 
size and depth, nosing out Carnation Supreme for Reserve 
honors. 

The Female Classes 

The strength of the aged cow classes throughout the 
season was well reflected in the situation which presented 
itself to the committee when it came to making the desig- 
nation for this class. Bloodwood Johanna Jewel, grand 
champion at Eastern States and Waterloo, was conceded 
to be the outstanding first choice, while Miss Lassie 
Ormsby, National grand champion and undefeated grand 
champion throughout a long season, finally received the 
call for Reserve honors, with Elenora Della Burke, who 
placed second to her at the National, and Temple Farm 

3elle, the famous Canadian winner, as well as Ruby 
Fayne Posch, Portland grand champion, and a number of 
others close enough to her in quality to make things in- 
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teresting. This condition is 
pages of All-American 
aged cows. 

In the four-year-old heifer class, Changeling Burke De 
Kol, winner at the National and Waterloo, appeared to 
have things all her own way until Triune Papoose Piebe 
flashed across the scene at the Royal and set up a stand- 
ard of quality for the four-year-old class that has perhaps 
not previously been equalled. 

In the three-year-old heifer section, Netherland Belle , 
Homestead went to the top by virtue of her undefeated 
season, including the National, although in the dry form 
she displayed this season she has developed a coarseness 
that perhaps needs more attention to the production side 
of the picture to improve, The Reserve winner, Rosemary 
Perfection Segis, was the winner at Portland and fits 
well into the picture in this position. 

The two-year-old class is headed by the Eastern States 
and Maryland winner, Matchless Ruby of Dunloggin (for- 
merly Strathmore Ruby Matchless), whose size along 
with superlative quality gave her the call over Essex 
Korndyke Sweet, the Trenton Inter-State Fair grand cham- 
pion. Both are heifers of unusual producing ability and 
are thoroughly creditable selections. The National win- 
ner, Jonsie Maxine, somewhat older than the two men- 
tioned, being about ready to freshen with second calf, and 

selle Mercedes Echo, the winner of the dry two-year-old 
class at the Royal were strong contenders in this class. 

In the senior yearling heifer section, the fight was all 
between Pevely Rose Segis Creator and Bessie Diamond 
Coquette, respectively All-American and Reserve All- 
American heifer calves of last year. As was the case in 
1929, Bessie Diamond Coquette went through a strong 
season undefeated until she met Pevely Rose at the Na- 
tional and in both cases was forced to bow to her. The 
sires of these two great yearlings are three-quarter 
brothers and a further renewal oftheir fight for honors 
at the top may be one of the interesting features of the 
1931 season. 

In the junior yearling heifer class, Netherland Queen 
Pluto, Royal junior champion, was far ahead of her field. 
The question of the Reserve honor in this class caused the 
committee some trouble for the reason that Hays Bess 
Carnation who placed second to Netherland Queen Pluto 
at the Royal, was the original choice of the committee 
for Reserve honors, but it was found that her age debarred 
her from consideration in this class under All-American 
rules. Under the rules for Canadian shows, she was 
eligible to show in the junior yearling class as she was 
born in January 1929, but while she was good enough 
showing in the senior yearling class to win junior cham- 
pionship at Portland, she could not challenge the two great 
heifers placing first and second in the senior section and 
with her elimination from the junior class, Reserve honors 
went to the third prize winner at the Royal, Strathmore 
Mary Koba, another heifer of outstanding strength that 
frequently defeated the Hays heifer at the earlier shows. 
Merrygold Fobes Queen Ormsby shown by A. F. Randolph, 
Canton, Ill., to win at Illinois and Ohio, was another out- 
standing entry in this class, but unfortunately no photo- 
graph is available.

Never before have so many real headliners among the 
mature females been contending for show ring honors—in

Last year, we had to report the east as lagging behind 
in the support of their shows. This year was immeasur- 
ably better, many of the leading eastern shows reporting 
the best quality yet, along with near-record breaking num- 
bers. Eastern States, barely going past the century mark 
last year, came through with 246 head this year—a real 
regional show. The National and Waterloo well main- 


tained their numbers and quality, leaving the Pacific In- 
ternational, with less eastern competition than for some 
years past, as the only one of the regional shows recording 
a substantial falling off in numbers. 





recent years not out in force were Carnation Farms, Yates, 
Detroit Creamery, Rock River and A. J. King. However, 
it is evident from the number of breeders who each year 
send out show strings for the whole season that the value 
of this form of advertising continues undiminished. The 
industry at large owes its thanks to exhibitors for the 
splendid manner in which our breed was enabled to domi- 
nate the shows of 1930. Although many of the state fairs 
reported decreased attendance at the gate, the Holstein 
interest around the judging rings was unusually good. 
This review of the 1930 show season is told largely in 
pictures, and we submit them as a real report of progress.

Successful Show Herds of 1930 


Elmwood Farms, Deerfield, Ill, as 
for several years past, heads the list 
of successful show herds. This es- 
tablishment again leads as owner and 
as breeder of All-Americans, with five 
different animals from their herd re- 
ceiving mention—four on the “first 
team” and only one Res2rve. Three 
of their All-Americans and one of 
their Reserves were of their own 
breeding, the five animals consisting 
of their senior herd sire and four off- 
spring of their junior herd sire. No 
other breeder ever before made such 
a showing with two herd sires on any 
All-American list. The Elmwood herd 
went through a hard season, their cir- 
cuit consisting of Illinois and Wiscon- 
sin State Fairs, Central States Ex- 
position, Brockton. Eastern States, 
Waterloo and the National, At these 
shows they won 18 championships, 68 
firsts, 18 seconds and 18 thirds—a 
total of 146 ribbons for the seven 
shows. Sir Fobes Ormsby Henger- 
veld was grand champion at every 
one of these shows as he has been at 
every show since he started in three- 
year-old form back in 1926. They also 
had at least one junior champion at 
every one of these shows and at four 
of the seven they had both junior 
champions. At the National the King 
Bessie Get consisted of three first 
prize animals, one of them junior 
champion bull, and one second prize 
heifer, beaten only by the junior 
champion female of the show. Three 
of them were named All-American and 
the fourth Reserve. Never before has 
any sire had no many All-American 
winners appearing in his Get and it 
was just their hard luck that this 
happened to be a year of great mature 
Gets, thus crowding this outstanding 
young Get out of All-American men- 
tion. Elmwood was Premier Breed:2r 


and Premier Exhibitor at every one 
of the shows at which they exhibited 
except at the National. 

Dunloggin, Ellicott City, Md., made 
a rather short circuit but was repre- 
sented at the three greatest shows of 
the season in the United States, East- 
ern States, Waterloo and the National 
as well as at their own state fair. 
They brought out two All-Americans— 
aged cow and_ two-year-old heifer. 
Both were outstanding at Eastern 
States but both freshened before the 
National and neither was straightened 
around in time to show there. Their 
milking females at Eastern States 
were a revelation to the ringside and 
their senior yearling bull was a con- 
tender for All-American honors, This 
herd is just in the building and if 
present plans mature will be an even 
more important factor in the shows 
of 1931.

Mount Riga Farms, Big Cabin, 
Okla., was the only other exhibitor to 
have more than one representative on 
the All-American this year, they hav- 
ing two on the “first team” and two 
Reserves. Showing this year at the 
Missouri, Iowa, Nebraska. Kansas 
and Oklahoma State Fairs and at the 
National, their two-year-old bull—of 
their own breeding—was undefeated 
in class and was grand champion 
everywhere except the National, mak- 
ing him the logical choice for All- 
American honors. Their aged cow was 
undefeated grand champion over this 
circuit and Reserve All-American, 
also showing with her sister as an 
undefeated All-American Produce. 
Their junior yearling bull—also of 
their own breeding—was undefeated 
in class and for junior championship 
except at the National, where he 











stood second, and also received Re- 
serve honors. Their junior sire, Car- 
nation Supreme, stood second to the 
All-American bull calf at. the National 
and won his class at most of the other 
shows mentioned. Several youngsters 
of their own breeding were consistent 
prize winners at these shows. 
Wisconsin Board of Control this 
year brought out another highly suc- 
cessful show herd, selected from the 
various state institution herds: of Wis- 
consin. Their first string herd started 
with a number of leading county fairs 
of Wisconsin and North Dakota, then 
took in the two state fairs of North 
Dakota, the Illinois, Ohio and New 
York State Fairs, Brockton, Eastern 
States, Waterloo and the’ National, 
Texas State Fair, Ak-Sar-Ben, Kansas 
National and American Royal. Their 
second string showed several minor 
shows and at the Missouri, Wisconsin 
and Indiana State Fairs, the tops of 
both strings coming together at 
Waterloo and thereafter. At the fifteen 
major shows of this long and difficult 
circuit, they won 16 championships, 
80 firsts, 72 seconds, 44 thirds and 34 
fourths, a total of 323 ribbons, A 
prominent feature of their 1930 show 
herd was their old bull. Tritomia Pie- 
tertje Ormsby Lad, and his offspring. 
This bull, perhaps better known as 
“Tony”, has been three times first at 
the National and this year was in the 
money at practically every show and 
was grand champion at some of the 
early shows. He was a member of 
the All-American Get for the second 
time in his career. His offspring, bred 
in the Wisconsin State Herds, in- 
cluded the All-American junior year- 
ling bull and the Reserve All-Ameri- 
can heifer calf as well as several

The Show Ring Questionnaire 
CC vreeders by ou interest has been aroused among 





breeders by our recent presentation of the results of 

a study of “What Becomes of our Junior Champion 
Heifers”? A concurrent question here was in relation to 
the effects of over-fitting of these young animals. While 
there is quite general agreement that over-fitting of heifer 
calves and yearlings is harmful in its results on their 
future usefulness, the opinions of a large proportion of 
those who have written or discussed the subject with us, 
are strongly opposed to the outright abolition of these 
young heifer classes in our shows. The suggestions for 
correcting the condition have for the most part been 
general and along the line that our judges should be in- 
structed to discontinue these over-fat heifers in placing 
the classes. While this might be possible in extreme 
cases, it opens up a proposition that it seems to us would 
greatly complicate the work of our judges in having to say 
just where the line* should be drawn. We think this 
proposal is loaded with dynamite and on that account 
should be considered very carefully before taking any 
action. 

Perhaps this turning of the spotlight on the subject will 
in itself have a salutary effect, and breeders will them- 
selves work out the answer voluntarily without the neces- 
sity of any formal action. In the meantime, perhaps, we 
can prevail upon some of our breeders who have been 
successful in working out the details of proper fitting— 
without overdoing it—to write of their methods for the 
benefit of the industry. 

In the meantime, we want to renew our invitation to 
our readers to write us their views on the whole subject 
for presentation in the Round Table. Thus far those who 
have favored the elimination of the young heifer classes 
for reasons other than the harmful effects of over-fitting, 
have not grasped the opportunity of contributing those 
views to the current discussion.

While no com- 
petitive award for which so many worthy contenders are 
in annual competition can hope to satisfy every one, no 
taint of favoritism or commercialism has ever detracted 
from the public acceptance of these selections as the hon- 
est views of the committee. And in this fact lies the 
value which All-American designations have come to as- 
sume in the minds of the Holstein public generally. 

We wish at this time to pay our tribute of thanks to 
those who have served on the Selection committees. Mr. 
W. S. Moscrip of Minnesota has the distinction of being 
the only one who has served on each committee for the 
entire period of nine years. Mr. Axel Hansen of Minne- 
sota has served each of the past six years. Mr. R. E. 
Haeger of Illinois and Prof. H. H. Kildee of lowa have 
each served three different years; Mr. Ward W. Stevens 
of New York, twice; and Mr. John L. Smith of Washing- 
ton, Mr. J. P. Eves of Iowa, Mr. George S. Bulkley of Wash- 
ington, and Prof. F. W. Atkeson of Idaho, once each. 

To them, our sincere thanks, in behalf of the whole in- 
dustry, for the service which they have performed. 

Since 1926 the All-American selections have been dis- 
played annually in the form of a calendar which is a 
most valuable and instructive display of the finest type 
of the breed. The idea is being continued for the current 
year and we are glad to announce to our readers that the 
new calendar for 1931, carrying the 1930 All-American 
selections will soon be ready for distribution.

Reserve junior champion at the Royal, with a little more 
age would make stern competition for either of the heifers 
placing over her in the All-American list. 
The Groups 
Only two groups are selected for All-American honors, 
these being Get of Sire and Produce of Dam classes, most 
important from the breeder’s standpoint. To Tritomia 
Pietertje Ormsby went the honor of first choice on the 
group of his offspring shown at Waterloo Dairy Cattle 
Congress, thus duplicating the winning for this sire in 
1928, the bull himself being National grand champion back 


in 1921. This group is made up of a son and three out- 
standing daughters carrying distinctively evidence of 
heavy production along with strength and style and 


quality displayed in mature form. Another mature group, 
winners at the Canadian Royal, were given Reserve plac- 
ing, this being the Get of Echo Hartog Mercedes made up 
of four daughters, the youngest of which was just ready 
to freshen in two-year-old form. One member of this 
group is a world’s champion for production on two-time 
milking. Honorable mention should be given also to the 
mature group by Dutchland Creamelle Denver Prince, 
which placed second to the All-American winner at both 
Waterloo and the National, and the eGt of Matchless 
Sylvius which placed second to the Reserve group at the 


Royal. The importance of maturity in a group award of 
this kind is strikingly evidenced by the fact that the Get 
of King Bessie Ormsby Pietertje, made up of two year- 
lings and two calves, which won three All-American desig- 
nations and one Reserve All-American award in the open 
classes, could place no higher than third in connection 
with the mature groups shown in competition with them 
at the National Dairy Exposition and Waterloo Dairy 
Cattle Congress, although they comprise one of the most 
sensational young “Gets’’ ever led out. 

The Produce of Dam class was fairly clear as they 
lined up at the National, All-American honors going to 
the produce of Mankato Lassie Ormsby and Reserve to 
that of Colantha Copia 2d, first and second prize winners 
at the National.

hibited: Whether or not this promise 
was made good, the Tritomia Get of 
1930 was good enough to win first at 
the National, Waterloo and two state 
fairs and was named All-American 
Get. A slightly different group by the 
same sire was Reserve All-American 
Get in 1929 and a still different line- 
up was All-American Get in 1928. Tri- 
tomia Pietertje Ormsby has now had 
first prize Get at the National in the 
open class in 1926, 1928 and 1930, 
being the only sire to win this honor 
at three National’s. In addition to 
this he has had the first prize Get in 
the A. R. class at the Nationals of 
1927, 1928 and 1929. For their All- 
American Get of 1930, Iowana bor- 
rowed the Wisconsin Board of Control 
bull, Tritomia Pietertje Ormsby Lad, 
who has been a member of all three 
Tritomia Gets that have had All- 
American mention, They also bor- 
rowed a cow from the successful show 
herd of Paul P. Stewart, Maynard, 
Iowa, and showed with them a pair of 
three-year-old heifers of their own 
breeding. Iowana showed this year at 
the Illinois, Iowa, Minnesota and 
South Dakota State Fairs, winding up 
at Waterloo and the National. Sev- 
eral of their young animals and young 
groups were consistent winners, as 
well as a number of milking females. 





Mount Victoria Farms, Hudson 
Heights, Quebec, as for several years 
past, did not bring their herd out until 
the final round-up at the Canadian 
Royal and maintained their unbroken 
record, of showing a grand champion 
for the fifth successive Royal. This 
time it was their wonderful four-year- 
old, Triune Papoose Piebe, who took 
grand champion honors and who re- 
ceived her fifth successive All-Ameri- 
can designation—the only female to 
receive this honor more than three 
times All-American bull, Johanna Rag 
All-American bull, Johanna Rag 
Apple Pabst, but fifteen of his de- 
scendants were in the money at this 
show, exhibited by a number of other 
breeders besides Mount Victoria, one 
of his sons being the junior champion 
bull. Four different sons of this bull 
sired prize winners at this year’s 
Royal.

Raymondale Farm, Vaudreuil, Que- 
also closed a successful season at the 
Royal, where they took more first 
prizes than any other exhibitor and 
also brought out the junior champion 
female, a daughter of Abegweit Pluto 
that went through to All-American 
junior yearling. Sally Francy, their 
great cow who was All-American in 
1929 and 1928, was not in her best 
form and was crowded to second place 
in her class by the grand champion 
and was also nosed out of res2rve 
champion honors by the Lonsdale 
cow, Temple Farm Belle. The Ray- 
mondale senior sire, Strathmore De 
Winton Matchless, won thethree-year- 
old class at the Royal and was re- 
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serve grand champion bull. A daugh- 
ter of Brookholm Inka 13th, All-Ameri- 
can calf in 1927, was first prize sen- 
ior heifer calf, and with all these 
prize winners Raymondale had little 
trouble in taking first prize graded 
herd, first prize junior herd and at 
least one of the special classes, 





Lonsdale Farm, Sussex, New Bruns- 
wick, was another successful Cana- 
dian herd although unable this year to 
break into the All-American column 
except for getting Reserve on their 
aged bull, Abbekerk Sylvius Lad. This 
bull won his 4lst major grand cham- 
pionship at the Royal this year, hav- 
ing been undefeated grand champion 
over the entire circuit this year in- 
cluding the Royal and C. N. E., the 
five Prairie Province shows, Orms- 
town, Ottawa and other lesser events. 
Temple Farm Belle, mentioned above 
as reserve grand champion at the 
Royal, was undefeated grand cham- 
pion throughout the balance of the 
above circuit. Lonsdale Sir Inka 
Abbekerk, who will be remembered as 
All-American calf in 1928, won the 
two-year-old bull class at the Royal, 
defeating the only two bulls that had 
topped him at earlier shows. Had 
this not been an exceptional year for 
two-year-old bulls, this son of Brook- 
holm Inka would undoubtedly have 
had All-American mention. The Lons- 
dale herd, at the nine major shows 
mentioned above won 17 senior and 
grand championships, four reserve 
grand championships, six junior cham- 
Pionships and eight reserve junior 
championships, as well as 87 firsts, 54 
seconds and 33 thirds. 





Cc. P. R, Supply Farm, Strathmore, 
Alberta, must also be mentioned as a 
leading Canadian show herd of the 
past several years. This year they 
brought out two Reserve All-Ameri- 
cans—a senior bull calf and a junior 
yearling heifer—and had many con- 
sistent winners over a tremendously 
hard circuit which included the five 
Prairie Province shows, the two lead- 
ing British Columbia shows, the two 
best shows in the state of Washing- 
ton, the Pacific-International, then 
back all the way to the Royal. A few 
of the members of this herd that 
started out by winning firsts and 
championships at the earlier shows 
failed to stan dup all the way to the 
Royal, but for the most part the herd 
came through in fine shape and was 
a great credit to this establishment. 
Their Get of Sire by Matchless Syl- 
vius, stood second to the Reserve All- 
American Get of the year at the 
Royal and won the Haley & Lee 
trophy for Get including both sexes, 
the Raymondale bull, bred by C. P. R., 
showing with this Get. 





Wm. Jones & Sons, Mount Elgin, 
Ont., had a wonderful exhibit from 
their small herd at the Royal, mostly 
daughters of the bull, Echo Hartog 
Mercedes. Four daughters of this 
sire won first prize Get at the Royal, 
this Get receiving Reserve All-Ameri- 
can honors. Other Canadian breeders 
that made a fine showing included 
Hemlock Park Farms, Kingston, Ont., 
with first prize Dairy Herd at the 
Royal, their junior herd sire standing 
second in class to the junior champion 
of the show; R. A. Profitt, Freetown, 
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P. E. L, whose two-year-old bull, Kerk 
Rocharm, won first at the C. N. E. 
and second at the Royal and was a 
member of an undefeated Produce; J. 
Walter Jones, Charlottetown, P. E. L., 
who was a contender all through the 
Royal, and other good shows; Hays & 
Co., Calgary, Alta., who made a very 
similar circuit to the C. Pt R. and 
shared honors with them to some ex- 
tent; also Haley & Lee, Stevenson 
Farms, Amos Wilkinson, Hon. Geo. S. 
Henry, J. J. Inness & Son, W. J. Elgie, 
George C. McIntosh, Robert Thomp- 
son, T. O. Dolson and a long list of 
other Ontario breeders, as well as 
Colony Farm, Essondale, B. C., and 
the Experimental Farm at Agassiz, 
B.. ©. 





Fredmar Farms, St. Louis, Mo., 
were successful in carrying their 
great three-year-old, Netherland Belle 
Homestead, through to another All- 
American designation. This is her 
third season without a defeat and is 
the third year she has been named 
All-American. Her winnings this year 
were made at the Missouri, Iowa and 
Minnesota State Fairs and at the Na- 
tional. Fredmar sprang a surprise at 
the National when they brought out 
a hitherto unshown _ two-year-old 
heifer, Jonsie Maxine, for first place. 





Pevely Dairy Farm, Crescent, Mo., 
was another successful exhibitor from 
St. Louis County. Their great heifer, 
Pevely Rose Segis Creator, All-Ameri- 
can heifer calf last year, repeated this 
year as All-American senior yearling. 
Both this year and last this heifer 
clinched her title at the National by 
beating the previously undefeated 
Elmwood heifer and forcing the latter 
to take Reserve honors. The two 
heifers, by the way, are sired by 
three-fourths brothers. Pevely’s jun- 
ior sire, Pevely Inka Matador, last 
year’s All-American senior yearling, 
struck rough going in this year’s Na- 
tional and was crowded down to third 
place under two of the greatest two- 
year-old bulls of all time. 





Red Rose Farms Dairy, Northville, 
Mich, brought out the All-American 
three-year-old bull this year. Like 
their entire show herd, he was of their 
own breeding. He went through the 
season undefeated, winning first at 
the National, Waterloo and Ohio and 
Michigan State Fairs, besides being 
grand champion at a number of 
strong southern fairs including Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee. The herd also 
showed at two large county fairs of 
Michigan, where competition com- 
pared favorably with many state fairs, 
their winnings totalling 134 ribbons 
at these shows of which 12 were 
championships, 40 ffirsts and 44 
seconds. The Red Rose show herd 
was made up almost entirely of off- 
spring of their herd sires, Pabst Per- 
sistency and King Rose Ormsby. 





Silver Glen Farms, St, Charles, IIL, 
was another that had two show 
strings on the road over strong cir- 
cuits. Their first string showed at 
the Illinois and Wisconsin State Fairs, 
Central States, Virginia State Fair, 
Eastern States, Waterloo and the Na- 
tional and their second string mostly 
in the south. Their senior yearling

bull won Reserve All-American 
honors, twice beating Elmwood’s All- 
American yearling and the balance of 
the season standing second to him. 
At Virginia the two bulls did not meet 
and the Silver Glen bull took junior 
championship. The great Silver Glen 
aged cow, Milford Pontiac Ormsby, 
after winning grand championship at 
Kankakee, Illinois and Wisconsin 
State Fairs, Central States and Vir- 
ginia State Fair, had some trouble in 
freshening and did not show at East- 
ern States or Waterloo. She partially 
recovered in time to place fourth at 
the National. Other successful mem- 
bers of the Silver Glen first string in- 
cluded the junior yearling bull, Ad- 
miral Beauty Ormsby Fobes. with two 
firsts and five seconds at the above 
named shows: their junior sire, Sena- 
tor Ormsby Fobes of Silver Glen who 
was exhibited only at Central States 
where he won the two-year-old class; 
and quite a number of offspring of 
their senior sire, Sir Inka Rue, of 
which perhaps the most successful 
was the heifer calf, Silver Glen Donna 
Inka Paul, whose winnings included 
second in the Pre-Futurity Class at 
the National and a number of other 
firsts and seconds. Their junior year- 
ling heifer, Prairie Maid Johanna 
Prilly, won first at Eastern States. 

Arbu Farm & Kennels, Oxford, 
Michigan, for the second successive 
vear brought out the Reserve All- 
American Produce on the same pair 
of daughters of Colantha Copia 2d. 
Mountain Ash Colantha Ormsby, her- 
self Reserve All-American in 1928 and 
1929, started the season strong with 
wins at Ohio and Michigan State 
Fairs and several strong county fairs, 
but could not quite keep the pace 
when she struck Eastern States, 
Waterloo and the National. She was 
considerably handicapped by being 
entirely dry and not yet springing and 
her owners have great hopes for her 
next year if she can be bred a little 
earlier. Her sister, Colantha Mutual 
Fobes, who was sixth prize aged cow 
at the National last year, moved up 
one place to fifth this year. The Arbu 
senior sire, Kishie Ormsby Mercedes 
Lad, was grand champion all around 
the circuit this year except at the 
three shows—Eastern States, Water- 
loo and the Nationak—where he met 
Sir Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld and 
was forced to take second place. 

Pabst Farms, Oconomowoc, Wis., 
had a fine exhibit of their own breed- 
ing, mostly females of milking age, 
both at the National and at their own 
state fair. They received the dis- 
tinguished honor of Premier Breeder 
at the National, largely on their win- 
ning of first and fourth A. R. Get of 
Sire, first Dairy Herd, fourth Get in 
the open and third Produce, with a 
few scattering prizes in the individual 
classes. They also won the Echo 
King Sylvia trophy, offered each year 
for best three generations of females, 
two to be bred by exhibitor. 

Hurlwood Holstein Farms, Ashley 
Falls, have the habit of bringing out 
at least one animal for All-American 
mention. This year again it was Hurl- 
wood Sir Canary Walker, last year’s 
Reserve All-American two-year-old, 
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who again takes Reserve honors in 
the three-year-old class. The decision 
was fairly close between this bull and 
the Red Rose bull. He was bred by 
Hurlwood and owned jointly with Pe- 
quitside Farm, Canton, Mass., where 
he stands in service. Hurlwood con- 
fined their showing to the East this 
year and made a good showing at 
New York State Fair, Brockton, East- 
ern States and elsewhere about New 
England, mostly with descendants of 
the Gold Medal sire, Nutmeg Walker 
Colantha. 

LaBrae Securities Co., Santa Maria, 
Calif., was the only Pacific Coast 
breeder to receive All-American men- 
tion this year, their three-year-old 
heifer, Rosemary Perfection Segis, re- 
ceiving Reserve honors on her show- 
ing at the Pacific-International. She 
is a sister to Perfection Jewel Newau- 
kum, their bull that was All-American 
junior yearling in 1928. Other suc- 
cessful exhibitors on the coast were 
F. F. Pellissier & Sons, and E, E. 
Freeman of California and A. Benter 
& Son of Oregon. Incidentally, Pellis- 
sier was Premier Exhibitor at Port- 
land and Benter Premier Breeder. 
Another breeder that made a fine 
showing through the southwest and 
on the coast was Central Avenue 
Dairy Co., Phoenix, Arizona, who took 
many important championships with 
their aged bull, King Orndyke Segis 
Korndyke 12th and their senior year- 
ling bull, Clothilde Buffalo Ormsby 
Tritomia. 





J. B. Jones Farm, Romeo, Mich.. 
showed successfully at their own 
state fair and at Waterloo and the 
National, the bright, particular star 
of their string being the four-year-old 
heifer, Changeling Burke De Kol, who 
won her class at all three shows and 
was senior and grand champion at 
Michigan. She was clearly entitled 
to Reserve All-American honors. 
Other Michigan exhibitors not al- 
ready mentioned included Lakefield 
Farms, who brought out both junior 
champions at their state fair and the 
Michigan State Institution herds 
which made a fine showing at Detroit 
and at a number of the leading coun- 
ty shows of the state. 

Overbrook Dairy, Cedar Grove, N. 
J., being owned by a public institu- 
tion, Essex County Hospital, was un- 
able to secure an appropriation for 
an extended show circuit but made 
quite a clean sweep at Trenton In- 
ter-State Fair, where a_ two-year-old 
daughter of their senior sire, King 
Sweet, was senior and grand cham- 
pion—later named Reserve All-Ameri- 
can two-year-old—and a son of their 
junior sire, Bell Farm Suzone, was 
junior champion bull. The Suzone 
get also won first at this show. 

Firestone Farms, Akron, Ohio, 
made a long and hard circuit with a 
combined show herd of Holsteins and 
Guernseys. Their cow, Johanna Piet- 
ertje Artis Creamelle, who has twice 
been Reserve All-American, was 
showing under a handicap this year, 
having just completed a 305-day rec- 
ord, but won several grand champion- 
ships and was well up toward the top 
wherever shown including the Na- 
tional, She was grand champion at 
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the Indiana and Kentucky State Fairs 
and other good shows including the 
Kansas National and American Royal.

Maytag Dairy Farms, Newton, Iowa, 
showing over a circuit that included 
the Illinois. Iowa, Minnesota and both 
Kansas State Fairs, Waterloo and the 
National, won two senior and grand 
championships, ten firsts and ten 
seconds. About half their show herd 
was made up of young offspring of 
Prince Ormsby Inka May, these 
youngsters winning six firsts and four 
seconds. Other good ones in their 
show string were the aged cow, M. B. 
Ormsby Wayne and the two-year-old 
bull, Nicholas Pietertje Ormsby 9th, 
both of which were grand champions 
at Kansas State Fair.

SHEFFIELD MILK PRICES FOR 
NOVEMBER 


The net cash price to be paid the 
members of the Sheffield Producers 
Cooperative Association, Inc., for the 
milk sold by them in the month of 
November, 1930, is $2.55 per hundred 
pounds for three per cent grade B 
milk in the 201-210 mile zone with the 
usual freight, grade and butterfat dif- 
ferentials. This is equivalent to $2.75 
per hundred pounds for milk sold on 
a 3.5% buterfat basis. 

This is an increase of 2 cents a 
hundred pounds over the October 
price. 

The conditions in the New York 
milk market are bad. Thousands of 
consumers are without jobs and have 
no money with which to buy anything. 
While the amount of milk in the 
market would not be much too great

under normal conditions it is alto- 
gether too great with the buying 
power so greatly reduced. There is 


also a large quantity of milk from un- 
organized sources now being offered 
at ruinous prices so that the organ- 
ized producers have been obliged to 
reduce the price of Class I milk 47 
cents a hundred pounds or lose their 
best market. This reduction became 
effective December 8 and applies to 
all the selling organizations.

RAISING THRIFTY CALVES 


About harvest time, Ward Stevens 
in looking at a group of winter calves 
in the pasture, said, “How do you 
grow them so thrifty?” Reply was 
made, “None of them have had an 
ounce of whole milk since they were 
a month old.” 

The New Jersey Agriculture Exper- 
iment Station formula, so-called, had 
been carefully followed in their feed- 
ing since birth. This formula, pub- 
lished in the World, and otherwise 
widely by the dairy and agricultural 
press, condensed, is as follows, viz.: 

Economical Raising of Calves 

As recommended by New Jersey 
Agricultural Experiment Station: 

Mixture—50 lbs. soluble blood flour, 
100 lbs. corn meal, 150 lbs. ground 
oats, 50 lbs. wheat bran, 50 lbs. lin- 
seed oil meal, 4 lbs. steamed bone 
meal, 5 lbs. finely pulverized lime- 
stone, 4 lbs. salt. 

Feed this grain mixture with alfalfa 
or good mixed clover and timothy 
hay. 

First week 
whole milk. 

Second and third weeks whole milk 
together with grain and hay. 

Beginning of fourth week the milk 
is diluted until at 30 days of age calf 
is getting only water, dry grain and 
alfalfa or good mixed clover hay. 

The grain should be increased until 
the calf is getting 6 lbs. a day, and 
this rate is continued until 6 months 
of age.* 


calf should receive 





*Note: Dry milk powder sometimes 
may be added with the grain for a time 
ne following the end of the first 
week. 


We are all prone to be sensitive, 
more or less, to the sting of criticism 
regarding what may appear even er- 
roneously to be inferior growth, 
especially of our younger animals. 
Yet, the ultimate goal of success of 
dairymen-breeders is for one’s self to 
breed and rear an entire herd of well 
formed and finished, properly grown, 
commercially productive animals, 
longevity of usefulness considered. 
This presupposes the development to 
have been accomplished at costs fair- 
ly commensurate with such produc- 
tiveness and market values. 
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Thrifty herd management is sy- 
nonymous with financial success; in 
the long run profits are necessary for 
the continuance of business. Thought- 
ful and intelligent stable and pasture 
care, which produces animals with 
deep girths and strong constitutions, 
reasonably well balanced as to costs, 
is doubtless an important forerunner 
of profitable production and the only 
commendable success which is justly 
lasting and gratifying. Of course, our 
Holsteins normally are large and vig- 
crous compared with other breeds. 
Accordingly, they require an extra 
amount of all the elements that make 
for good healthy growth. Similarly, 
any irregular or otherwise unnatur- 
ally developed cow—whatever else it 
may be, and regardless of the cause 
of such abnormality or deficiency, is 
certainly not worthy to be considered 
a true representative of the traditions 
of our Holland milch breed. So, we 
find, the more we worth with our 
herds, the more unwise it appears to 
attempt to interfere with the ordin- 
ary course of nature.

The prominence of the great cow, 
Bloodwood Johanna Jewel at the 
shows last fall and now her selection 
as All-American aged cow centers at- 
tention on her breeder. Upon finish- 
ing the short course in Agriculture 
at Madison, Wis., Mr. Ike Blood be- 
came an official tester of dairy cattle 
for the state of Wisconsin, and con- 
tinued in this work for thirteen years, 
visiting all of the leading dairy herds 
in the state. He was also sent to 
New York state, and to the Pacific 
coast to supervise tests. 

Having an intense and natural in- 
terest in dairying, this testing exper- 
ience gave him an opportunity to ob- 
serve the most advanced methods of 
breeding and rearing of a dairy herd, 
and also an opportunity to know the 
best producing cows of the foremost 
herds. 

While testing at the farm of Baird 
Bros., in Waukesha county, Wis., he 
tested his first 30-lb. cow, Lady 
Prairie Flower 138788. He was so im- 
pressed with this cow that he decided 
when he became a breeder of dairy 
cattle he would purchase a son of 
Lady Prairie Flower to head his herd. 

In 1920 he purchased his father’s 
farm and started at once to build up 
a Holstein herd. The first bull he 
bought was (in accordance with his 
previous conviction) Nockdair Su- 
perba Prairie Flower 345283. son of 
Lady Prairie Flower, and out of the 
great bull, King Superba 176125. This 
bull became the father of the grand 
champion cow, Bloodwood Johanna 
Jewel. 

During the short period of nine 
years Mr. Blood built up a great pro- 
ducing herd, and became one of the 
largest contributors to the U. S. Na- 
tional Sales, at Waukesha. When 
Bloodwood Johanna Jewel was five 
years old she was consigned to the 
fall sale of 1928, and was purchased 
for $1,000 by Mr. J. Natwick, Mary- 
land. 

In the fall sale of 1928, and spring 
sale of 1929, he contributed twenty 
head. When he died a few months 
later he had ninety-one head in his 
herd. 

Mr. Blood’s sudden death Oct. 38, 
1929 (at the age of forty-two) brought 
to a close a very promising career of 
a breeder of Holstein cattle.
